Upon  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Katherine  Jay  as  principal  of  No. 

8,  she  returned  to  that  school  as 
principal.  She  remained  in  charge 
of  the  school  until  her  retirement, 
a  period  of  30  years.  Among  the 
birthday  cards  which  Miss  Ras- 
heligh  received  today  was  one  from 
Miss  Jay,  who  now  lives  at  Essex, 
N.  Y.,  in  the  Adirondacks.
